Hi All, 


We snuck out of Boise between Fog and Snow and made it down to a bit below 
Las Vegas. While driving down here I got to thinking...... 


Larry did a super job as the Fox and got something like 138Q's. Doc wasn't 
that far behind with about 1130's. There have also been others who have 
gone past the 100 mark for the 2 hour event. 


To do that you have to keep a rate of over 50 QSO's per hour for the full 2 
hours and that's keeping in mind that we are talking about QRP stations. 
(At least the majority of them are). 

This takes a good bit of practice AND a LOT of well behaved hounds calling! 


I started thinking about the first ever QRO-L Fox Hunt. I was lucky enough 
to be chosen as one of the Fox's. On my first ground, I was using a G5RV in 
the trees in Reno at about 12'. I don't have that log with me but I think 
it was just over 10 QSO's in the full 2 hrs. The next stint I did from 
Idaho and used the station of KA7T with 2 ele at 70'. Lots of people still 
needed ID back then and with that great antenna I thought I'd get a lot of 
QSO's but I wound up with less than 20. There just wasn't many hounds back 
then. 


One log book that I have here in front of me shows my effort on 21 Feb95. 
This was still using that low G5SRV. I worked 13 stations! And to do that I 
jumped back and forth from the 7040 area to 7110 to give the N/T+ operators 
a chance.

We know from the logs submitted to the 3830-list that running legal maximum 
power is not required to work all 80 sections --- a lot of low power entries do 
it, and a few QRP stations do it every contest. We also know that it is a 
fallacy to claim that you have to operate at those power levels to maintain a 
RUN frequency ---- if everyone were limited to 100 watts, then no one would have 
to be at 1kw or 2kw to remain competitive.

Due to an all-day class at the local university on Saturday, I missed most of the 
phone SS, but did manage to work 38 sections in 2.5 hours at the end of the 
contest 

on Sunday. This was with 100 watts from my Omni VI+ to an R-7 vertical antenna up 
about 15 feet on a single-story home. I worked stations in FL, VI, PR, EMA, NH, 


SD, AB, BC, AK and PAC and was getting a response on the first call most of the 
time, so 100 watts to a simple antenna did the job. 


Of course, in the waning hours of the contest, others were more likely to answer 
a newcomer to the weekend, even if weak. So, while I didn't get a qualitative 
evaluation of my signal, at least the capability to communicate was there. Only 
a few rough copies on either end, but we did get the required exchange. 


Most of the operation was on 15 and 20 meters, so I didn't reap all of the section 
mults. in California but DID have a good time. 


I don't think you'd get those operators running the legal limit to turn down the 
power for nearby contacts; it would hurt their rate to be switching the amp in and 
out of the standby position. As far as the station down the street, how much 
power 

IS required to maintain communication? Milliwatts? Microwatts? Even keeping the 
regulations concerning power in mind, they could be taken to a ridiculous extreme. 


But I'm with you, Alan...for SS, perhaps only two classes; Q and A, with class A 
stations not to exceed 100 watts. 


Of course, we're all believers in low power here!

I just wanted to thank the NJ QRP Club, N2APB, NN1G and W70X for my first 
ever HF contact on Nov 26.

ground where it's 20 feet high. So Torrance is right off the end of my 
dipole. 


So get rid of any doubts you might have about being able to build a kit like 


the PSK-80. It worked the first time and this was the first kit I have 


built. N2APB and NN1G were very helpful in answering any and all questions I 


had.

Marc, your antenna setup seems to fit in perfectly with the goal of the 
Warbler project: Local communications, with "local" meaning out to a 
few hundred miles. With a low antenna (for that wave length) you're 
probably operating in the NVIS mode. Thus, it doesn't matter much what 
direction your antenna faces; a substantial part of the RF is going up 
at steep angles and being refracted/reflected within a few hundred 
miles. 


Before NVIS became a buzz word, we used to call low antennas cloud 
warmers, worm ticklers, etc., thinking they were nearly useless. Now we 
tickle the worms intentionally. Funny how the world changes... 


Talking of NVIS, I can't resist it -- gotta share this. When I was 
living in Morgan Hill, CA (about 25 miles south of San Jose), several 
times I worked Bob Tellefsen, N6WG on 40 CW. Bob is in Newark CA, about 
50 miles north. He was running a pre-production K2 into a 40 meter loop 
about 12 feet off the ground. I was running 5 watts from my FT900 to a 
center fed Zepp at 30 feet, broadside east/west, so Bob was off the end 
of my antenna, supposedly the least favorable direction. Bob was 599+20 
at my QTH. I have tried to work half that distance on ground wave with 
100 watts SSB mobile, and failed, so I was amazed by this. Bob dropped 
to 1 watt and he was still 599. Down to 100 mw and 579!! This went on 
for at least half an hour. We concluded that NVIS was the best 
explanation. 


Bob, thanks for many great QSOs on the air, and eyeball chats at NorCal. 


Marc, you're off to a great start. Keep on warbling!

W70X contacted me on 3580.1 kHz. That's a distance of 315 miles from 
Torrence CA to Santa Cruz CA. W70X was using a kK2. 


I guess it even sort of counts as homebrew since I built the kit and 
then 
built a dipole antenna from scratch. 


Now the interesting thing is that this should be the worst direction 
possible for my 130' dipole antenna. The antenna runs NNW to SSE, about 
half 

of it runs along the ridge line of my roof (at best 30' high) and the 
second 

half of each leg runs in the same direction but slopes a little towards 
the 

ground where it's 20 feet high. So Torrance is right off the end of my 
dipole. 


So get rid of any doubts you might have about being able to build a kit 
like 

the PSK-80. It worked the first time and this was the first kit I have 
built. N2APB and NN1G were very helpful in answering any and all 
questions I 

had.

There's the stuff they sell at auto stores for ‘dash 
repair’. 


All of these kinds of plastic things have one thing in common, 
they ALL come in ‘dual syringes' that have a hardener and 

and accelerant or curring agent. When you mix the stuff 
right, it smells just like the stuff the dentist uses to mix 
for ‘partials’. 


Again, all good stuff, but which one will work the best on your 
plastic depends on the type of plastic it is. I've had the 
‘plastic weld' stuff break NEXT to a repair! That should 
indicate how strong it can be. But if it doesn't 'bond' with 
your type of plastic... 


Buy one, try it. You could always make up a ‘blob' of the 
stuff and try to 'stick' it to a hidden area that has some room.

>It clearly is not the case. 
You may argue that, but the issue isn't clear. 


The rule in question is Part 91.313(a) 
"(a) An amateur station must use the minimum transmitter power necessary 
to carry out the desired communications." 


You're focusing in on "minimum" but the key phrase in this regulation is 
"desired communications". That's a word that's subject to a wide and 
varied interpretation. 


It is certainly conceivable to construct a logical, justifyable argument 
as to why full legal power is necessary to make a contact in the state 
next door in a contest scenario. 


>FCC rules and regs require an operator to reduce power, etc., to the minimum 
>required for the contact. 


There's nothing in the regulation that states one must reduce power. 
Again, the key phrase is "desired communications." 


>We know from the logs submitted to the 3830-list that running legal maximum 
>power is not required to work all 80 sections --- a lot of low power 

>entries do 

>it, and a few QRP stations do it every contest. We also know that it is a 
>fallacy to claim that you have to operate at those power levels to maintain a 
>RUN frequency ---- if everyone were limited to 100 watts, then no one 

>would have 

>to be at 1kw or 2kw to remain competitive. 


But you'll also note there's a huge difference in scores from 1500W and 
150W stations. Anyone with experience trying to run with low power 
certainly knows that it is very difficult to hold a frequency. 
Particularly during sunspot minima on the low bands. And running with QRP 
power is extremely difficult. 


So, the higher power does have an effect on the desired communications. 
Perhaps the issue isn't limited to just talking to the guy in the next 
state, but to notify other stations that the frequency is, indeed, in 
use. It also helps to attract new callers. Both of these have an effect 
on the desired communications. That would seem to be in concert with the 
regulations. 


The main reason contests have different power categories is to allow 
stations with similar capabilities to compete against one another, rather 
than having to compete with everyone. So a QRP station isn't competing 
against a low power or a high power station. They compete against 


stations in their category. 


I think a lot of guys run higher power in contest because they think it 
is more fun, or perhaps they can generate higher scores for their club. 


As for limiting everyone to 100 watts -- that contest exists -- it is 
called NAQP and is a lot of fun. 


>I just think it is time that the acknowledge that the contest rules 
>concerning 
>high power are a sham. 


I disagree. The rules are designed to segregate competitors into 
like-equipped groups. 


>Let's take it a step beyond: the ARRL 's W1AW was a multi-multi in the 
>contest. Did it reduce power to the FCC's mandated minimum or was it business 
as usual 

>with a wink and a nod? 


Again, it isn't clear that such operation is in violation of FCC rules. 


Can you cite a single FCC enforcement with this interpretation?

Running maximum 
power "in case" something might happen to degrade the communications would be as 
fallacious as driving 140 miles an hour on the interstate so that if your car 
cut off, you 'd have a better chance of coasting to the next exit." 


If everyone is running 100 Watts then no one would need a KW to hold a run 
frequency.

Hi All, 


Interesting subject..... no more power than needed...... 


Let me throw this out..... 


Just how do you determine how much power was needed? If you were "loud", 
does that mean that you were running too much power? 


If you look at that FCC rule you would be able to say that when you are 
having a nice QSO with another QRPer and you are both 599 then you both need 
to reduce your power because you are too loud. If your QRM/QRN is S2 then 
there is no good reason to have your signal much over S3 or maybe S4. 


In a contest, if a station is running full max power and is being bothered 
by QRM, is he really running too much power? 


You can never know how much is too much until you run too little and can't 
make the grade. That might make for an interesting contest for the 3 or 4 


people who would be willing to try it! :-) Exchange might go something 
like this.... I can't copy you, can you copy me? No, no copy here.... OK, 
good contact, CQ contest.... :-) 


Something else to consider. Quite often on this list, people will complain 
about stations just sitting on one freq and calling CQ. But, where would 
the S&P folks be if no one called CQ? And just how many of you, who don't 
think it's right for someone to sit in one place all contest long calling 
CQ, show up in the one contest where you can't do that? (The NA Sprint). 


Now, the station who is calling CQ has the very same problem the Fox has 
with the disadvantage that in a contest very seldom does anyone work split. 
So the calling station MUST maintain control. You do this by putting out as 
good (loud) a signal as you can. 


Notice that the better scoring Fox's all have good antennas and were running 
5w. In reality it could be argued that they were running too much power 
because they were loud at times! 


Here is another reason that the argument doesn't hold much water; Look at 
who wins the contests. It's the stations running full power. What this 
tells us is that it takes full power for them to "communicate" as needed to 
get the job done. 


I don't have any scores here that I can check and I can't spend time 
"surfing the web" to find out there, so I'm going from a bit of memory anda 
lot of gut feeling on who posts the best scores. Someone who has too much 
free time might want to check and see. If low power stations take the top 
ten spots consistently, then the argument to ban high power as a class in SS 
gains much strength. But if the top ten goes to the high power stations, 
then that in itself is proof that it's the right thing to do. Keep in mind 
that you will have to look at the overall scores and make your own top ten 


box because I don't think that is done. I think all the top ten scores are 
done in classes. 


Anyway, the idea of what is "too much" power or "just right" power just 
can't be found. I'll bet there are about as many different answers to that 
as there are people!

Alan, I strongly suspect that if "everyone" were running 100 watts, the 
situation would be little changed, except that it would be comparable to 
a situation in which everyone is running 1000 watts. 


Modern receivers make little distinction between 100-watt and 1000-watt 
Signals in the speaker or headphones, thanks to AGC systems. 


For that matter, we find 5 and 10 watt QRP signals being worked with 
sometimes scant difference between them and the QRO 100 watt stations. 


Thus, as good QRP enthusiasts, we can make a case that things would be 
better still if everyone were limited to 5 or 10 watts instead of 100 
watts. 


But, we are never going to see legal power limits lowered in our 
lifetimes, mine anyway, so the discussion is moot. 


Re Riley's note, it is curious that he fails to mention the "other" 
governing aspect of the rule re minimum power: the part about "maintain 
the desired communication" whatever that can be made to mean.

I tried to work last nights Fox Ron, KIOII, and it was an excercise in 
frustration. The problem I was having was from severe QRM from what 
appeared to be 2 stations, one on 7.040+/- and another on 7.042+/-. I'm 
not sure exactly what mode they were running, but they were the nastiest 
signals I've come across in quite awhile. 


It appeared to be SSB in origin, but with overmodulted noise that sounded 
like bad line noise.

The sun has been fairly quiet past day. No more huge X-class flares. 
Furthermore, the region producing all of this activity is now 
rotating towards the sun's eastern limb, posing little danger to us 
now. (The particle shockwave will not hit the earth). 


However, we are still experiencing MINOR to MAJOR geomagnetic storming. 
K=6 and 7 storm levels so far today as a result of the series of 

CME's that have hit us past 3 days. The current storm is likely the 
result of the last shockwave, thus, it should begin subsiding soon, 
leaving conditions on 40M more or less normal for the next few evenings, 


including the thursday nite FOX hunt. The upper bands are in pretty 
good shape with the solar flux just a nudge below 200. 


The high levels of 10 and 100MeV protons has acted as ionizing 
radiation to our E and F layers, one reason why 10M has been noted 
open after sundown past few days. These levels are now approaching 
normal, and 10M will return to a dead band at sundown :-( 


There is currently enhanced auroral activity occuring north (and south) 
of about 50 degrees latitude on the dark side of the planet. This too 
will be subsiding shortly.

I heard the mystery signal a little before 8 CST on 7040. I looked at it 
on a PSK31 waterfall to get an idea of the audio makeup of the signal. 


It was composed of a large number of "cw" carriers largely spaced at 100 
Hz intervals. It was quite strong and its sound had a musical sonority 
to it. 


There has been a lot of amateur digital communications experimenting 
lately with multiple-tone systems, and perhaps this is what we were 
hearing. In some areas of the world, SSB operation is permitted around 
7040, as is digital communications using SSB techniques. 


So, I figure that we are seeing/hearing yet another perhaps legal 
"intruder" on the 40-meter band, about which we can do little except to 
learn to live with it. 


I managed to get solid copy on Ron at 7042.43 which was far enough 
removed from the "organ pipe" to allow my filters to work. 


I, too, was dismayed at the number of signals either right on or very 
nearly on Ron's frequency. We should all know by now that (1) this 
operation is a severe disservice to fellow Hounds and (2) is almost 
guaranteed to NOT produce a contact, except in the closing minutes of 
the Hunt. 


As our rigs have gotten more complex with more sophisticated controls 
for transmitting and receiving, it behooves us all to make certain that 
we correctly set up our equipment and constantly be aware of where we 
are transmitting.

Well since you have already measured the xtals you 
probably don't need this info, but here was my 
experience. 


I read in an article by W7ZOI that xtals need to be 
matched with 20% of the required bandwidth. Thus a 
rule of thumb for a 500 Hz filter is to match with 100 
Hz. 


Since I did not own a counter, here is the technique i 
used. Its probably not state-of-the-art but i got 
good results! 


I built a single transistor oscillator dead-bug style, 
using alligator clips to hook up the xtal under test. 
I found the center frequency value for the xtals i had 
on hand, and tuned my receiver to this spot. Since my 
main rig only has a 500 Hz filter, it is hard to 
"measure" the xtals per the dial to the needed 
accuracy. so what i did was pitch them by ear - 
picking 4 xtals that sounded the closest in pitch. I 
could easily discard xtals that were much more than 
100 Hz away using this method. 


Many of you are probably laughing out loud by now - 
but this approach is useful and I am no musician! I 
used this approach for a kit rig that came with 6 
xtals - and i was able to select the closest four and 
resulted in a receiver with what seems to be a better 
filter than my commercial rig.

I think that you are correct in that true RIT in a transceiver keeps 
your transmit frequency locked at the dial frequency and allows your 
receive frequency to be changed above and below the dial setting by 
adjusting the RIT control. Some rigs may alter the dial setting to 
include the RIT offset while in receive mode and then revert to the 
transmit dial setting when transmitting. Others leave the dial set, 
transmit at that frequency and receive at that frequency plus or minus 
the RIT offset. 


Now, how does one use true RIT (I keep saying "true RIT" since I do not 
know if your rig actually is set up that way) in a Fox Hunt? 


I would think first of all that it would be awkward to say the least. 
You would have to keep setting your transmit frequency to different 
values as you jockey around the QRM looking for a clear spot to call the 
Fox. Say you find one 1500 Hz above the Fox's frequency. Having found 
one, you then have to use the RIT to tune back down 1500 Hz to the Fox. 
Your RIT may or may not be calibrated so it may become a matter of 
"fishing" with the RIT tuning until you hear the Fox again. 


That procedure would have to be repeated each time you move frequency 
and thus change the dial frequency. 


A much more useful capability to have for Fox Hunts, in my opinion, is 
XIT. With that you set the dial to the Fox and leave it there. Then, you 
just fish about with the XIT knob to move the actual transmit frequency. 
Much easier to use and less chance to miss getting back on the Fox 
frequency in time. 


More sophisticated rigs provide both RIT and XIT. I find that RIT is 
useful mostly for listening to another frequency so as to track a 
wandering station, etc. I have never tried to use RIT to transmit ona 
frequency offset from the Fox, for example. I have used XIT a lot on my 
IC-765 when that was my "main iron" for Fox hunting. 


The best of all worlds, I suppose, is dual VFOs. That way, you set one 
on the Fox frequency and receive there. You set the other to a desired 
transmit frequency and transmit from there. The transmit VFO is readily 
moved without changing the receive frequency, and vice versa. That is 
the approach that I use now with the IC-756PRO since both VFO dial 
readings are on the display all the time. Makes life much simpler than 
with XIT-only on the 765. 


If I have missed something obvious here or said something wrong, this 
being QRP-L I expect to get straightened out in short order! <:t

Brendan, one problem with 7.000-7.035 in the US is the fact that 
frequencies below 7.025 are restricted to extra class licensees 
only. While the number of extras is increasing as a result of the 
recent changes in requirements, we still have a very large number 
of advanced and general class licensees. 


The choice of 7.040 is probably based on the fact that it is 
an "international QRP calling" frequency. Thus, more 40 m. 
QRP rigs are designed to operate close to that frequency than 
anywhere else in the band. Crystal controlled users are 
especially likely to be limited to that area, plus or minus 

a couple of kHz.

Tom, your understanding of RIT is correct. But I'm not familiar 
with the KCI keyer or how it might be installed to count your 
frequency. There are a number of ways RIT can be implemented, 
and if the KCI keyer is reporting the frequency while you are 
receiving, it may actually be reading the receive frequency, 
which does change when you change the RIT setting. 


It can be hard to know just what is going on with equipment 
that was modified by someone else, unless you have the full 
information about the modifications. Probably the best way 

to make sure your HW-8 is doing what you think it is would be 
to use a separate receiver or frequency counter to measure 
the transmitted frequency, and some calibrated frequency 
standard (or a separate transmitter) to check the RIT offset. 


You are correct in assuming that RIT can be used to work the 
splits desired in the fox hunt. You just need to be sure 

what your particular rig is doing and how to set it up. 
Compared to the dual VFOs in modern, more expensive equipment, 
simple RIT can seem a bit unwieldy. But it does the job once 
you become familiar with it. 


Actually, with an HW-8, the broader bandwidth setting is 
wide enough to let you work the fox "split" without RIT. 

You just tune for a different beat frequency when listening 
to the fox signal. This will let you get as much as a kHz 
away and still hear the necessaries. If I remember correctly, 
you should tune down in frequency to approach the fox. If you 
want your carrier to be higher in frequency than his, you 
should stop while his audio pitch is higher than the pitch 
of the sidetone in the HW-8. The difference in these two 
frequencies will be the amount by which your carrier is 
higher than that of the fox. You'll need to be able to 

"tune out" some QRM by ear, but that is usually necessary 
when using a DC receiver anyway.

The one nice thing about these types of loops is they aren't terribly 
critical of their exact shape. You can make a triangle, square, 
rectangle, circle, whatever. Gain is related to the enclosed area, so a 
circle would be the optimum. Triangles, squares and rectangles work 
pretty much as well. 


> I only have room & height for about 75 feet per side and plan to 

>load 

>the bottom side of the triangle (horizontal section) with two coils - one 
>at 

>each end of this section. 


There are a couple of other options. 


There's no rule that says a delta loop has to be an equilateral triangle. 
If you can move the sides out and have a longer base, that's fine. If you 
can go higher and have a shorter base, that's OK as well. 


If neither of those works, you also don't have to have the loop in one 
plane. You can move a portion out slightly in order to take up the slack 
somewhat. I did this with an attic-mounted 20m delta loop, and it worked 
OK. 


>Is there a formula to determine how much 
>inductance each coil will need in order to bring the antenna to resonance 


Using a linear-loading technique (moving slack out of the plane with 
another anchor point) is probably a better idea than loading coils.

Again, you cannot equivocate them. 


Look. You're sending a signal report because it is a required part of the 
exchange. The realization that sending the SAME report to everyone 
creates substantially less work has been generally accepted. There's no 
rule in the contest that says the report has to be meaningful. Indeed, 
contest exchanges in general are NOT meaningful intelligence. They are 
construed bits of information that are exchanged as part of the rules of 
what defines a contact. 


As for the latter assertion -- there is no "general acceptance" of rules 
violations amoung contesters. Indeed, rules violations are very seriously 
looked down upon by contesters. There's lots of brainpower expended in 
attempting to make the rules more and more foolproof.

The big rush in a contest is to call CQ and get answered! It doesn't 
matter if your running a full gallon, low power, QRP or milliwatts. It's 
harder to get answered with lower power levels, but not impossible. 
Picking the right frequency, speed (CW), cadence (Phone) can really help. 


>But, where would 

>the S&P folks be if no one called CQ? And just how many of you, who don't 
>think it's right for someone to sit in one place all contest long calling 

>CQ, show up in the one contest where you can't do that? (The NA Sprint). 


The NA Sprint is BRUTAL for lower-power stations. A few years ago, a 
bunch of big guns decided they'd all run low power for the Sprint. The 
general consensis amoung them is that they'd never try that again(!) 


Even so, the NA Sprint does have an annotation for low power station 
results. And perhaps for QRP as well.

Ronnie, 

You will get nowhere faxing just a parts list to a distributor, for there 
are many kinds of 0.1 mf capacitors for example, and some will not be suited 
for the particular purpose in a certain circuit. 


A quick guide is that ceramic and polystyrene caps are used in RF circuits, 
as well as lower frequencies. 
Silver Micas are sized and used almost exclusively at RF. 


tubular caps usually are for audio, except as above some polystyrenes are 
used at RF, in the smaller capacity values. 


Electrolytic caps are for power supply filtering, and audio bypass coupling 
and filtering. 


If circuits having filters often use ceramic disk, monobloc ceramic, silver 
mica, as the capacitors of choice. 

Special temperature coefficient caps in ceramic disk and mica will usually 
be identified as having a tempco requirement in the parts list. 


Usually you can widely substitute caps types and increase values of filters 
in power cap circuits, or bypasses, as long as you do not make them so big 
as to bypass most of your audio. 


Tuned circuit coils and caps are specific to the tuning range, and if you 
alter the value of the coil smaller than parts list, you have to put in 
larger capacity to tune it. 


Get a good quality catalog like Newark or Allied Electronics, and study the 
offered parts. 


Resistors come in wattages, and that should be indicated in the parts lists, 
as well as the ohmic values. Also in resistors, pots will be indicated, but 
the taper may not be. Audio circuits usually had log taper, the way the 
resistance varies, but linear used elsewhere is easier to find today. And 
can be used for audio, but will cause a volume jump. Physical size of the 
board dictates what parts will fit. You need to get copies of the short 
form catalogs at least of a Resistor vendor, cap vendor, and inductor vendor 
to know what is out there. Also, potentiometer, encoder vendor, variable 
capacitor vendor, and others will be helpful in learning the parts. 

Catalogs will have dimensioned drawings. It helps to lay out your circuit 
with a mm or inch grid paper under the layout sketch, so you can easily see 
the dimensions needed. Once you get parts, if a board is not specified as 
premade to a size, you can lay parts out in the approximate locations to 
interconnect over grid paper and find out what size box it all fits into. 
Most good building instructions will suggest in parts list suitable board 
size, cabinet size, etc. 


There is no easy short path to the knowledge you need to build your own, 
except build some simple kits as a learning experience as to what parts and 
sizes are used in typical AF, RF, control, and power supply circuits. 


>From kits, you will grasp a visualization for layout conventions, like 
inputs to output going from right to left, or in a U shape back to front to 
back of the chassis or board, etc. When I first started out in radio 45 
years ago, my first "tool" was a 1955 Walter Ashe Radio Co. catalog from a 


distributor in St. Louis. From that, I got pictures of typical parts. I 
also saw what components were typically sold for construction projects. And 
they even had simple Novice transmitter and receiver kits. Incidentally, I 
would really like to have an old Walter Ashe catalog if anyone wants to part 
with one! Somehow in many moves, mine slipped away. 


Hope this helps getting you started. There are Handbooks that also help, 
and of course reading (A LOT!) of QST, 73, and CQ will get you started, 
especially, the older issues from the 50's 60's and 70's when more home 
construction was done. 


If Paul Harden is still selling his book on construction and how many QRP 
transceiver circuits work, this is an excellent compendium of parts, 
dimensions, how it works, what to use for specific circuits, and sources of 
more info. This reflector has many folks who can address specific questions 
as in I have found a part XXX , can I use it for an RF sniffer circuit, etc.

Oh, it's real and it's coming! I just swapped e-mail with K2MGA of CQ mag on 
this within the last few days. The bottom line is that it's being done in 
conjunction with ARRL, other concerns at the League have slowed things down 
and they won't hit their hoped-for release of Fall 2000, but it's still 
coming within a few months if all goes well. 


He said, among other things, that it will be published by ARRL under a 
licensing agreement with CQ Communications, Inc, and be jointly marketed and 
promoted by both parties. Time frame unknown, but hoped to be in the Spring. 
Price unknown at this point, number of CD ROMs unknown. However, all the 
scanning has been done and he said they're playing with a test disk covering 
1970/71 at the moment. 


I asked if it was OK to release any info from his first e-mail to me, being 
concerned about it possibly causing a flurry of inquiries for them. He 
indicated that he didn't really mind since he feels enough people either 
know it's coming or strongly suspect it, and that little harm would be done 
if the word got out more. 


He did request that any word of the upcoming announcement should "include 
some reference to the fact that it's not here yet, and that clamoring for 
more info won't do much good, ‘cause there's none 

to give. In fact, the price hasn't even been established." 


BTW, he also said that it will run under the ARRL "QST Search" engine which 
is used for all of the ARRL CD ROM products. (The search engine will be on 

each of the disks in the set, so buying any or all of them will let you in.) 
He closed with the understatement of the year, "...it is sure to be popular 
among many of us Ham Radio Magazine lovers." And a hearty "Amen!" to that
